IN-LOOTING GANG OF MEXICAN BANDITS

Brownsville, Texas, Oct. 19—Inspired by race hatred as well as 


desire for loot, twenty Mexicans who claimed to be followers of 
Luis De La Rosa, leader of the so- called '' Texas revolution'' held 
up and robbed a train near Olmitt. seven miles north of bere late 
last night. As a result two men are dead, another is probably 
fatally wounded and several others are seriously hurt. Tije band- 
its are believed to have escap'ed into Mexico. 
The zone of the rob- 


bery was three miles from the Rio Grande. The Mexicans as they 
Bred at the train crew and passengers shouted "Viva Pizano, Viva 
Carranza." 


Tiie train, a southbound passenger train on the St. Louis, 


Brownsville and Mexico railroad, was wrecked before 
being at- 


tacked. United States soldiers took part in the duel with the ban- 
dits and detachments of troops pursued them when they fled. The 
dead: Corporal McBee, third U.S. cavalry, shot; Engineer H. H. 
Kendall, pinned beneath engine. Mr. E. S. McCain,- deputy state 
health officer at Brownsville, was shot in abdomen and injured, 
probably fatally.

Harry J. Wallis, Brownsville, shot in arm; K. Woodhall, fire- 


man scalded and bruised, Claude J. Brishear, troop A. Sixth caval- 
ly shot in jaw; C. H. Laymen troop D, third;cavalry shot in neck 
ond leg.

Anniversary Of Sheridan's Ride 


Fifty-one years ago today, 


on October 19,1864, the great 
battle of Cedar Creek, Va., 
made famous by Thos. Bnclv 
aiian Read's poem, "Sheri- 
dan's Eide'' was fought be- 
tween the armies of the North 
and South. 


One of the 
survivors of 


that engagement, Capt. Oread 
F. Milstead, of this city, 
paused with his work long 
enough Tuesday morning to 
regale the mind of a Times 
man with a graphic recital of 
the all day struggle between 
the two great armies, which 


finally resulted in a decisive 
victory for the Union forces, 
after they had been all but 
routed by General Jordan's 
sudden attack early in the 
day. 
General Jordan was the 


hero of the battle from a 
Southern standpoint, claims 
Captain Milstead, notwith- 
standing General Early's at- 
tempt to discredit him. 


Captain Milstead, while not 


attempting to discount the 
glory that came to General 
Sheridan because of bis fam- 
ous ride, is one of the few sur- 
viving participants in thai 


battle, who is of the opinion 
that the battle was won 
through 
General Wright's 


superior generalship 
before 


General Sheridan arrived on 
the scene. 


One year ago today, Capt. 


Milstead attended the fiftieth 
reunion of the 
survivors of 


that battle, which was held at 
Cincinnati. General Warren 
Keifer, of Springfield, is the 
only surviving general on the 
Union side, and he was.pres- 
ent at the reunion. Several 
survivors of the battle reside 
in Portsmouth.

fatally wounded and several others are seriously hurt. The band- 
its are believed to have escaped into Mexico..

bery was three miles from the Kio Grande. The Mexicans as they 
fi-ed at the train crew and passengers shouted "Viva Pizano, Viva 
Cammza."
